COASTAL MANAGEMENT ELEMENTS, AND THE 
COMPREHENSIVE PLAN MAP SERIES (BASED ON THE 
1996 PALM BEACH COUNTY COMPREHENSIVE PLAN 
EVALUATION AND APPRAISAL REPORT, MERGING THE 
ELEMENTS AND THE PORT OF PALM BEACH SECTION OF 
THE COASTAL MANAGMENT ELEMENT INTO А SINGLE 
TRANSPORTATION ELEMENT) ; INTRODUCTION AND 
ADMINISTRATION ELEMENT (TO REVISE AND ADD 
DEFINITIONS AND ACRONYMS); AND AMENDING ALL 
ELEMENTS AS NECESSARY; PROVIDING FOR REPEAL 
OF LAWS IN CONFLICT; PROVIDING FOR 
SEVERABILITY; PROVIDING FOR INCLUSION IN THE

EFFECTIVE DATE. 


WHEREAS, on August 31, 1989, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners adopted the 1989 Comprehensive Plan by 
Ordinance No. 89-17; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
amends the 1989 Comprehensive Plan as provided by Chapter 163, Part 
II, Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
have initiated amendments to several elements of the Comprehensive 
Plan in order to promote the health, safety and welfare of the 
public of Paim Beach County; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Local Planning Agency conducted 
a public hearing on May 23, June 13, June 20, and October 24, 1997, 
to review the proposed amendments to the Palm Beach County 
Comprehensive Plan and made recommendations regarding the proposed 
amendments to the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes; and 


WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners, 
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as the governing body of Palm Beach County, conducted а public 
hearing pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, Florida Statutes, on July 
21, 1997, to review the recommendations of the Local Planning 
Agency, whereupon the Board of County Commissioners authorized 
transmittal of proposed amendments to the Department of Community 
Affairs for review and comment pursuant to Chapter 163, Part II, 
Florida Statutes; and 

WHEREAS, Palm Beach County received on October 20, 1997, the 
Department of Community Affairs "Objections, Recommendations, and 
Comments Report,” dated October 16, 1997, which was the 
Department's written review of the proposed Comprehensive Plan 
amendments; and 

WHEREAS, on November 17, 1997, the Palm Beach County Board of 
County Commissioners held a public hearing to review the written 
comments submitted by the Department of Community Affairs and to 
consider adoption of the amendments; and 

WHEREAS, the Palm Beach County Board of County Commissioners 
has determined that the amendments as modified satisfy the concerns 
addressed in the Department of Community Affairs' "Objections, 
Recommendations and Comments Report" апа comply with all 
requirements of the Local Government Comprehensive Planning and 
Land Development Regulations Act. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE BOARD OF COUNTY 


COMMISSIONERS OF PALM BEACH COUNTY, FLORIDA, that:

Part II. Repeal of Laws in Conflict 

All local laws and ordinances applying to the unincorporated 
area of Palm Beach County in conflict with any provision of this 


ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 


Part III. Severability 


If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 

Part IV Inclusi in the 1989 C | ive P] 

The provision of this Ordinance shall become and be made a 
part of the 1989 Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The 
Sections of the Ordinance may be renumbered or relettered to 
accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be changed to 
"Section," "article," or any other appropriate word. 

Part V. Effect; Da! 

The effective date of this plan amendment shall be the date a 
final order is issued by the Department of Community Affairs or 
Administration Commission finding the amendment in compliance in 
accordance with Section 163.3184, Florida Statutes, whichever 
occurs earlier. No development orders, development permits, or 
land uses dependent on this amendment may be issued or commence 
before it has become effective. If a final order of noncompliance 


is issued by the Administration Commission, this, amendment may 
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nevertheless be made effective by adoption of a resolution 


affirming its effective status, a copy of which resolutions shall 


be sent to the Department of Community Affairs, Bureau of Local 
Planning, 2740 Centerview Drive, Tallahassee, Florida 32399-2100.

As per Rule 9J-5.019, Florida Administrative Code, the purpose of the Transportation Element is to 
'oordinate loca ransporta tion planning with the long range transportation plan of the Metropolitan 
Planning Organization of Palm Beach County and to plan for a multimodal and intermoda 
ansportatior em that places an emphasis on the public transportation =m "he 
ransportation Element establishes policies to guide the delivery of transportation services, includine 
performance standards, future expansions, marketing. environmental considerations. financia 
»asibilitv, plan coordination, and public involvement. The transportation network is identified to 
naintain adeguate service levels to the public based on estimates of future development and 
population growth.

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The Traffic-Circulation Transportation Element plays а vital role in the development and 
implementation of the other Comprehensive Plan elements. While each element of the 
Comprehensive Plan attempts to integrate the various physical, social and economic needs of the 
County within a dynamic planning process, the Future Land Use and Traffic-C€irculation 
Transportation Elements are the fundamental units from which the other elements are developed. The 
inherent relationship between the use of land and the need for access makes the major road network 
transportation system one of the primary determinants of future growth and development in Palm 
Beach County. The need to coordinate local decisions on the appropriate use of land with the 
infrastructure necessary for access and development requires a unified approach and commonality of 
basic goals and objectives. Recognition of the relationship between plan elements is critical for the 
eventual coordination and implementation of the Comprehensive Plan.

Mass Transit System - With the increase in revenue devoted to mass transit, Palm Beach 
County has instituted a complete upgrading of infrastructure. This has resulted in significant 
increases in the number of buses and the number and extent of bus routes. Palm Tran is 
increasing ridership as a result of these improvements. 
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The Nevertheless ‚ the County has a transit modal split of less that one percent. As-atesult 
Therefore, this element provides policies that mandate promote additional mobility 
alternatives to automobile use. These include Palm Tran and Spectran services, Tri-Rail, 
ridesharing coordination programs which result in car and van-pooling, High Occupancy 
Vehicle (HOV) lanes designed for car pooling, park-and-ride lots, and designated bikeways. 
he State owned South Florida Rail Corridor (formerly owned b x) which runs from 
Palm Beach to Miami, has an on-going program to add a second track (double track

Paratransit Services - A major reorganization is occurring in Palm Beach County in regard 
to how both ADA and transportation disadvantaged paratransit services are delivered. For 
individuals who qualify for ‘Americans with Disabilities Act’ paratransit services, Palm Tran 
is revamping their Spectran Division to provide specialized transportation for both services. 


Airport Facilities - Airport Master Plans exist for the County operated Palm Beach 
International Airport, Palm Beach County Park Airport, Palm Beach County Glades Airport, 
and North Palm Beach County General Aviation Airport. Future expansions of these airports 
are to be performed relative to the Master Plans and include an analysis of the compatibility 
of future land uses around airports. Impacts of the non-County operated airports of Belle 
Glade State and Boca Raton airports on the County operated airports are also to be 
monitored. 


Port of Palm Beach - Palm Beach County has incorporated the Port of Palm Beach Master 
Plan into its Comprehensive Plan and shall seek to achieve consistency and coordination 
between the Master Plan and this Comprehensive Plan. However, by its adoption of the Port 
Master Plan, the County does not necessarily subscribe to all its findings and 
recommendations. 


Bicycle, Pedestrian, and Linked Open Space Facilities - The County recognizes these 
modes as integral components of the overall transportation system and establishes standards 
for increased use of the facilities. A Long Range Bicycle Facilities Concept Plan is to be 
adopted by the MPO by January 1999. Design standards for pedestrian crossings are also 
to be identified. Generally, Linked Open Space facilities are to be incorporated into the 
County's overall planning. 


Other Issues - Intermodal facilities such as major parking facilities, intermodal terminals, 
intermodal connectors, and park "n ride facilities are considered important components of the 
overall intermodal transportation system. The County recognizes the need to incorporate 
these facilities in the general planning for the County's transportation system. 


Existing revenue sources are in place for maintaining and expanding the Palm Beach County 
transportation system. Тһе County has implemented various measures, including the 
dedication of a "six-cent" optional gasoline tax, to ensuring that reasonable resources are 
available for funding applicable transportation system expansions. 


Palm Beach County, as part of the Southeast Florida airshed, was originally designated as a 
moderate nonattainment area for ozone and its precursors, volatile organic compounds and 
nitrogen oxides. The airshed was subsequently redesignated to attainment effective April 25, 
1995. Air quality within Palm Beach County will continue to be monitored to ensure that the 
Clean Air Act Amendments of 1990 air quality conformity determination requirements are 
met.

OBJECTIVE 1.1 Level of Service Standards 


By 2919-2015, the Countywide roadway network transportation system shall operate at the adopted 
Level of Service standard (as defined ir Policy-174-5): below: 


Policy 1.1-a: Development Orders issued by the County and municipalities shall be 
consistent with the level of service standards of this Element and the Countywide Traffic 
Performance Standard Ordinance. Roadway capacity shall be provided to accommodate 
development-related impacts at the adopted Level of Service standard, except. where 
otherwise indicated in Obiective Of th ement or in othe за Obie: әс and 
Policies of the Palm Beach County Comprehensive Plan. The implementing ordinance may 
effect a partial exercise in municipalities of by the authority established by Section 1.3(4) of 
the Palm Beach County Charter. 


Policy 1.1-b: No development order shall be issued by the County or a municipality for any 
project that adds traffic to any major thoroughfare with a volume exceeding, or which will 
exceed, the adopted level of service standards, except as specifically provided otherwise in 
this Traffic €irculation Element. The determination of whether the standard is exceeded shall 
consist of Test One (including Alternate Test One) and Test Two and both must be satisfied. 
Test One shall analyze the existing and projected level of service on an Average Daily 
Traffic (ADT) basis and on a peak hour basis on the Major Thoroughfare system during the 
anticipated build out period of the proposed project for which the development order is 
sought. Test Two shall analyze the proposed project against the level of service standards 
on the improved Major Thoroughfare system (the 2010 Highway System Needs Plan as 
modified by Table TE-S 3). An applicant for a development order may utilize Alternate Test 
One (in lieu of Test 1 only). Alternate Test One shall be satisfied if: (1) the peak hour, peak 
season, directional link volume does not exceed the adopted level of service standard; and 
(2) the intersection's critical volume (using the Transportation Research Board's Special 
Report 209, Highway Capacity Manual (1985), "Capacity Analysis," pp. 9-21 and 9-22) does 
not exceed one thousand four hundred (1,400) for Level of Service D Standard and one 
thousand five hundred (1,500) for Level of Service E Standard during the peak hours of the 
peak season. Levelof Service E Standards are set forth herein for use only where specifically 
provided in this Element. 


The adopted thresholds (i.e. service volumes) for Level of Service D and E Standards for 
Test One on an ADT basis are as folows- shown in Table TE 1. 


The adopted thresholds for Level of Service Standards for Test 2 are Level of Service E in 
Table TE 1. 


The adopted thresholds for peak hour, peak season, peak direction level of service D and E 
standards for Alternate Test One are asfoHows' shown in Table TE 2. 
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The adopted thresholds for Level of Service D and E Standards for Test One on а peak hour 
basis are as-fottows-shown in Table TE 3. 


Policy 1.1-c: The County hereby adopts establishes the Federal Functional Classification 
(FFC) system for roadways that conform to FDOT's General Interest Data Procedures, 
Chapter 5: Federal Functional Classification as the roadway classification for Palm Beach

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Policy 1.1-e: The County shall utilize the best available data and methodologies for the 
inpia of Ng traffic circulation system E ed 
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months. 


Policy 1.1-f: Pursuant to Policy 1.1-b, Test One is satisfied if the road link volumes 
exceeded the daily Level of Service D Standard on August 31, 1989 (as listed in Table TE-S 
lzattached-at the enc ofthis Element) and there is no more than a five percent (5%) increase 
in traffic from new development orders issued on or after February 1, 1990 above the daily 
Level of Service D Standard on such links. Pursuant to Policy 1.1-b, Test Two is satisfied 
if the road link projected volume exceeds the daily Level of Service D Standards and there 
is no more than a five percent (5%) increase from new development orders issued on or after 
February 1, 1990 above the daily Level of Service D Standard on such Links based upon 
traffic assignments in Traffic Impact Studies and not the model. No more than one-fifth 
(1/Sth) of the five percent (5%) on a link may be used by any single project. 


Policy 1.1-g: For purposes of Test One and Alternate Test One, an applicant may receive 
a development order based upon assured construction, provided the issuance of building 


permits is phased to the-availability of the assured roadway construction either by a condition 


of the approval or a developer's agreement. 


Phasing a development to assured construction allows larger developments with longer build 
out periods, that could not be approved in total due to inadequate roadway capacity, to be 
built as roadway projects are built. Such development is reviewed in the Concurrency 
Management System based on the assumption that the assured roadway construction will be 
built. This allows a development to establish an anticipated schedule for the beginning of 
each phase. Building permits aretiedto-assured construction andare will not be issued until 
the construction of the roadway project begins. This ensures that the traffic from 
development is not on the roadway network until the necessary roadway facilities are in 
place. 


Assured construction is defined as road construction improvements scheduled to be made to 
the Major Thoroughfare system by one or more of the following means: 


€9L Inclusion in the adopted Five-Year County Road Program for commencement of 
construction; provided any anticipated non-public funds are secured by performance 
security; 


892. Inclusion in the adopted Five-Year State Department of Transportation Work 
Program for commencement of construction; 


(©3. А major intersection or link improvement for which a contract for construction 
which is secured by performance security has been executed and which, by its terms, 
requires that construction be completed within five (5) years; 


(XA, А major intersection or link improvement which will be constructed pursuant to а 
road agreement; and which, by its terms, requires that construction be completed 
within five (5) years; 


(5. Major intersection or link improvements which are required to be constructed 
pursuant to a condition of a development order which by its terms requires that it be 
completed within five (5) years and which has been secured by performance security; 


696. Specific inclusion in the capital improvements element of a municipal comprehensive 
plan for commencement of construction within five (5) years provided: (1) the 


improvements are financially feasible, based on currently available public reye 
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sources adequate to complete the improvement; and (2) a comprehensive plan 
amendment would be required to eliminate, defer, or delay construction; or 


6637, For purposes of a concurrency certificate for a development order only, a major 
intersection or link that the applicant agrees to construct and guarantee through a 
condition of approval, or agreement; said construction to be: (1) completed prior to 
issuance of the certificate(s) of occupancy which are phased to the improvements); 
and (2) secured by performance security within six (6) months of issuance of the 
development order. 


Development orders for Developments of Regional Impact (D.R.I.s) with a project build out 
of more than five years may meet Test One or Alternate Test One based on development 
order conditions that phase building permits to assured construction, for the first five years 
of the project, and to the construction of identified links in the 2015 Plan Network beyond 
the first five years of the project. No building permits within the D.R.I. may be issued until 
the roadways that the building permits are phased to is are under construction. 


Notwithstanding any other provisions of this Element, any project which is a D.R.I., located 
east of I-95 which requires any single roadway project costing in excess of $15 million to 
meet concurrency, may treat that roadway project as assured construction if the roadway 
project is in the first three years of an adopted work program. The D.R.I. development order 
must include a condition that the road project must be under actual construction no more 
than three years after the issuance of the certificate of occupancy (or functional equivalent) 
that precipitates the need for the road project.

Mixed projects, which promote a balance of housing opportunities need not meet the Level 
of Service Standards of this Element if the project traffic is less than or equal to three percent 
(396) of the Average Daily Traffic Level of Service D Standard on any Link. 


In order for a mixed housing project to use the Special methodology, it must promote the 
County -Directions Goals, Objectives and Policies of the Land Use Element. To ensure the 
promotion of these “Directions” Goals, Objectives, and Policies, a mixed housing project 
must fulfill all requirements of the Traffic Performance Standards Exemption Criteria. This 
criteria establishes two levels of review. First, the mixed housing project must enhance the 
economic balance of households in the area. Second, the mixed housing project must fulfill 
a minimum level of variable criteria for a development of its size as established in the Traffic 
Performance Standards Exemption Criteria based on the provisions of this policy. 


1. MIXED HOUSING BALANCE 


The economic balance of households within a designated sector should promote the following 
ranges* of housing opportunities: 


9 very low (up to 50% of the median) 10-40% 

o low (from 50% up to 80% of the median) 10-40%

ы the ranges are established to reflect the family income distribution of Palm Beach County. See the Appendix 3¢v-Traffre

The developer must ensure the continued availability of low and very low income housing 
units for no less than 10 years for-sale developments and no less than 15 years for rental 
developments. Other provisions include accessibility, growth management and urban design 
considerations. The required percentage of low and very low income housing units in any 
development will vary according to a sector analysis of housing needs. 


In no case will a mixed housing project be allowed to exacerbate an existing imbalance of 
very low/low income housing opportunities within the sector of the proposed development. 
A sector is defined as a geographic area that shall include and be relative to the size and 
location of the proposed development. It shall consist of one or more neighborhoods that 
contain a school, an integrated network of residential and collector streets bounded by 
arterial roads, civic uses, and localized shopping and employment opportunities. The sector 
will include a minimum of one census tract but shall not extend beyond important physical 
boundaries which may include a major arterial roadway or a wildlife refuge. 


A mixed housing project shall be consistent with and further the balance of housing 
opportunities in a sector by providing units which fulfill the minimums for affordable housing 


in the very low, low and moderate categories based on the existing percentage of affordable 
housing in that sector:

100 PERCENT VERY LOW AND LOW INCOME HOUSING 


An affordable housing project that consists of one hundred percent (10096) very low and low 
income housing units need not meet the Level of Service Standards of this Element if the 
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project traffic is less than or equal to one percent (1%) of the Average Daily Traffic Level 
of Service D Standard on any link. Traffic from these projects may not cumulatively exceed 
one percent (1%) of Adopted Level of Service D Standard on any link in any one year. The 
maximum cumulative traffic from these projects on any link is three percent (3%) of the 
Adopted Level of Service D Standard. 


The cumulative impact from both mixed housing projects and 100% affordable housing 
projects shall not exceed three percent (396) of the Adopted level of Service D Standard on 
any link. 


Policy 1.2-c: Notwithstanding anything in this Element to the contrary, until the interchange 
at PGA Boulevard and State Road 811 is built, the level of service standard for PGA

Palm Beach County measures Average Annual Daily Traffic by taking traffic counts at least once in 
the peak season and once in the off-peak season and averaging the two counts. FDOT uses "day of 
year" adjustment factors to factor a once per year traffic count to AADT. Statistically, the results 
of the County method are at least as accurate as the method prescribed by FDOT. 


In most cases, when analyzing a particular road facility, use of the County method is more accurate. 
The "day of year" factors prescribed by FDOT are developed from a limited number of permanent 
count stations. The use of these factors thereby assumes that traffic increases and decreases 
uniformly throughout the County like the rise and fall of the tide. However, there are frequently 
localized variations from the average that these factors do not address. Therefore, the County's 
approach, while not as complex as the methodology ing the FDOT LOS Manual, is more 
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accurate and is generally more restrictive than the FDOT LOS Manual. In those limited 
circumstances where the County's approach might be less restrictive, the degree of leniency is 
insignificant. 


The County's approach analyzes available road capacity using average daily volumes and average 
factoring peak hour volumes of at least one peak season and one off-peak season count. These daily 
and peak hour volume level of service numbers are adopted straight from the FDOT Manual. In 
evaluating a particular proposed project, Test One analyzes available road capacity until the 
anticipated completion-date of the project. As an alternative to Test One, the County allows an 
applicant for a development order to analyze the peak hour, peak season intersection capacity and 
peak hour, peak season, directional link capacity. If level of service standard of Alternate Test One 
for either the link or intersection is exceeded, the project is denied. 


While this Alternate Test One is data-intensive (and could not be performed by the County for all 
links and intersections for obvious fiscal reasons), intersections dictate system capacity. They are the 
choke-points of the system. Also, this test is more accurate and valid than any other test, including 
the tests in the FDOT Manual.

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Test Two models the existing and already-approved but unbuilt project (committed development) 


twice. A project must pass both Test One and Test Two to be issued a development order. 


The County's concern over mid-link volumes is that while an intersection's geometrics could be 
improved such that high volumes can be accommodated in the intersection, the volumes on the link 
itself ("mid-link") may be such that the link itself is operating at an undesirable level of service. The 
FDOT Table includes roadway capacity limited by the intersection standard. The mid-link standard 
in Alternate Test One is based on the section of the table with the fewest signalized intersections per 
mile. 


It is noteworthy that the daily level of service standard volumes for Test One and Test Two are 
different. As discussed above, Test One daily volumes are pulled directly from the FDOT Manual 
based upon 2.6 to 3.5 signals per mile. The FDOT Manual assumes that 9.6% of the daily volume 
occurs during the peak hour on two-way arterials, and 8.9% on freeways. Test Two, on the other 
hand, has daily numbers that are based on actual peaking characteristics in Palm Beach County. 
Using data gathered throughout the County, it has been established that generally 8.5% of the daily 
traffic occurs during the peak hour. Accordingly, when the respective factors are applied to Test One 
and Test Two, the same peak hour volumes will result. These peak hour volumes correspond to the 
peak hour level of service D volumes based on 2.6 to 3.5 signals per mile found in the FDOT Manual.
